Strafe, Bomb Reds— 
Laotian Pilots 
Fly U.S. Planes

VIENTIANE, Laos UP)— Laotian pilots, flying hastily armed U.S.-made train­ 
er planes, strafed and bombed pro-Communist rebel forces W ednesday and today 
in the first air raids of the Laotian civil war. 
British, French and other European diplomats in the Laotian capital ex­ 
pressed grave concern the air raid— first reported in the six-year-old civil war— 
would trigger a retaliatory action by the Soviet Union or Communist China. 
The Laotian pilots made their 
raid in four T8 observation planes 
armed with rockets, machine tuns 
and presumably with two 100- 
pound bombs each. The United 
States had delivered the planes 
to pro-Western Premier

Oum's forces Tuesday as part of 
the U.S. military support program 
for Laos.

Soviet planes have airlifted 
supplies to the pro-Communist 
rebels. 
The United States still hopes 
for a diplomatic solution of the 
crisis and welcomed evidence to­ 
day that Soviet Premier Khrush­ 
chev may be thinking along that 
line also. Khrushchev said the So­ 
viet Union “regards favorably” a 
proposal from Cambodia calling 
for an international conference on 
the situation.

There’s a chance of 3 out of 5 
that there will be no rain or snow, 
and an 8 out of IO chance for 
above-freezing temperatures. 
Inauguration Day was changed 
from March 4 to Jan. 20 in 1937, 
for Franklin D. Roosevelt’s sec­ 
ond inaugural. It rained heavily. 
But since then there have been 
five Jan. 20 inaugurations with no 
precipitation. 
The echoing, drafty National 
Guard 
Armory here is being 
transformed into a ballroom fit 
for a president. But the Inaugural 
Ball is so big it will be in three 
sections and three locations. The 
Kennedys and tile Lyndon B. 
Johnsons will visit all three. 
The walls of the armory are be­ 
ing covered with pale gray cloth 
called Egyptian rep. Gold eagles 
with 40-foot wingspreads will look 
down from each end of the huge 
auditorium. The balcony will be 
faced with white satin and studded 
with the 50 state seals.

The two-story 
structure, con­ 
structed of clapboard instead of 
the usual rough-hewn logs, stood 
a full day's Journey west of Chi­ 
cago when it was built in 18.16. 
Abraham L.ncoln 
and

Wentworth, Chicago’s s e c o n d 
mayor, were among the thousands 
of persons who stayed at the inn 
during travel over the old South­ 
west Highway. 
But its current owner, a La­ 
Grange auto dealer, 
says the 
building is slated for demolition. 
A group of Hinsdale residents re­ 
port their efforts to raise funds 
to restore the inn have proved 
futile. 
The inn provided office space 
for the government of the area, 
known in the 1800k as Fullersburg. 
Pioneers lodged at the inn while 
surveying 
the 
countryside 
for 
farm sites. 
Fullersburg’s first post office 
and school classrooms were in 
the building. The town council met 
in the inn. It was used as a rest­ 
ing place for slaves escaping 
Dixie via the underground rail­ 
way, and later became a Civil 
Wax recruiting center. 
It served as an Inn during the 
early 1900s and was more recently 
used as an antique shop, but has 
stood vacant for several years. 
Age has overtaken the building. 
Its long sweeping roof is sagging. 
The porch pillars are barely capa­ 
ble (rf supporting the porch roof 
that runs the length of the inn. 
Engineers estimated it wou'd 
cost $80,000 to dismantle the inn 
and reconstruct it, said Norman 
F. Clarke, head ct the group try­ 
ing to save the building. 
The structure apparently is in 
its original form except for some 
restoration work performed dur­ 
ing the 1930s by the Civilian Con 
sensation Coups, Clarks said. 
Its owner, Robert Hennebry. 
promised the group it could have 
doors, windows and other fixtures 
Clarke said the DuPage County 
Historical Society has detailed 
floor plans for possible reproduc­ 
tion of the inn on another site. 
But efforts to raise funds have 
been futile, he said, adding: 
Everyone says it’s a shame to 
tear down historical buildings, but 
in the end, nothing can be done 
to save them.”

Superintendent Randall said he 
expects a definite completion date 
to be set “within the next three 
weeks,” as soon as final plans can 
be checked with Springfield of 
ficials. 
Randall said he expected the 
two municipalities to get together 
"on some kind of dedication cere­ 
monies or celebration plans for 
the formal opening date.”

How Will Sequel Read? 


It is quite widely agreed that John 
F. Kennedy’s election as president was 
the biggest news story of 1960. W hat 
might also be added as a footnote is 
that he was consistently the most un­ 
derrated man of the year. 
At the outset, many politicians saw 
his early lead for the Democratic nom­ 
ination as a kind of flash in the pan. 
They felt sure either Adlai Stevenson 
or Stuart Symington would in the end 
outdistance him. 
He stunned them first by wrapping 
up Ohio’s big vote. Next they mis­ 
judged his Wisconsin primary victory, 
marking it a failure because he did not 
match printed expectations of a sweep. 
The triumph actually was substantial. 
West Virginia, heavily non-Cath- 
olic, was supposed to do Kennedy in. 
He won it with 60 per cent of the vote. 
From then on he was winging, but 
the doubters were numerous. The sum­ 
mit collapse was judged as hurtful to 
Kennedy, helpful to Stevenson. It hard­ 
ly caused a ripple. 
Among the big doubters was an­ 
other candidate, Sen. Lyndon Johnson 
of Texas. He just did not believe that a 
seasoned politician like himself could 
be bested by the young man from Mas­ 
sachusetts. But he was outdone—by a 
margin of 2-1. 
Once Kennedy was nominated, his 
chances of victory in November were 
written down. Vice President Nixon 
was said to have outshone him as a con­ 


vention performer, and the August ses­ 
sion of Congress, which ended in fail­ 
ure, was set down as an added handi­ 
cap. 
Nixon had peace and generally 
good times going for him. And as a 
practiced debater he was expected to 
chew up his less experienced opponent 
in their four television encounters. 
But Kennedy got the advantage out 
of the debates, holding his own and 
making himself far better known. 
Through the crucial weeks, he cam­ 
paigned with tireless aggressiveness. 
The South, repelled by Kennedy’s Ca- 
tholocism and the liberal Democratic 
platform, was for the most part lured 
back by Johnson, Kennedy’s shrewd 
choice for vice presidential nominee. 
When the votes were counted, he 
had leaped all the barriers—his youth, 
his religion, his wealth, the lack of is­ 
sues with great immediate impact. His 
margin was incredibly slim. But the 
real wonder was that he had done it 
at all. 
Men of seasoned outlook will be 
less likely hereafter to underrate Ken­ 
nedy. 
Yet we must not forget that 1961 
will be a totally new story. As has often 
been said, no man truly prepares him­ 
self for the presidency. 
We can only wait to see whether 
the abilities and resourcefulness which 
stood Kennedy in good stead in 1960 
will permit him to serve the country 
and the world in 1961 and thereafter.

WASHINGTON (A P )-It’s rain­ 
ing recommendations. 
President-elect John F. Kenne­ 
dy, during the campaign and after 
his election, wanted ideas on how 
to do better for the government 
and the people. He wanted them 
before he was sworn in Jan. 20. 
So he appointed study group.4 
which went under various names 
—task 
force, 
committee, 
study 
panel—to look into the problems 
assigned them and come up with 
proposals. 
They’re coming in now: recom­ 
mendations which *ange from re­ 
organizing 
the 
Defense 
Depart­ 
ment to sending a peace corps of 
young Americans to newly inde 
pendent Asian and African coun­ 
tries as technicians. 
Thi6 is a big advantage for 
Kennedy. It gives him a head 
start in putting together programs 
he can submit to Congress in a 
hurry. 
President Eisenhower was pro­ 
digious in creating commissions 
but he waited until he moved into 
the White House. The long delay 
in making some of the studies 
simply delayed action on the prob­ 
lems. The last Eisenhower com­ 
mission—on 
national 
goals—re­ 
ported Dec. I. 
Right now in Washington 2,500 
people from all over the country 
are taking part in a conference 
on the problems of aging. Con­ 
gress wanted this one and Eisen­ 
hower had to call it. 
When there’s a conierence this 
size on any problem there should 
be no surprise if the result is 
hash. 
The unknown quantity about the 
recommendations 
being 
given 
Kennedy is what he will do with 
them when he gets into the White 
House. 
For 
instance: 
A 
committee 
headed by Sen. Stuart Symington 
D-Mo., was the first group to re­ 
port and called for a reorganiza­ 
tion of the Defense Department. 
Symington, 
under 
President 
Truman, had been secretary of 
the air force and knows the inner 
workings of the 
Pentagon. But 
Kennedy was careful not to give 
the Symington report a hearty en­ 
dorsement. 
He hadn’t yet selected his sec­ 
retary of defense, so he didn’t 
know how he’d feel about it. He 
finally made Robert S. McNamara 
secretary, and McNamara to far 
has exhibited no enthusiasm for 
Symington's ideas. 
On the other hand Kennedy ap­ 
pointed 
a 
one-man 
committee, 
Jam es M. Landis, a former Har­ 
vard Law School dean, to laok 
into the government’s regulatory 
agencies and make suggestions on 
improving them. 
Those agencies—such as the In­ 
terstate

Some time between now and next 
summer, you’re going to take quite 
a beating from an assailant that has 
to be magnified more than 40,000 dia­ 
meters before he can be seen. 
He may concentrate on your nose 
and make you a present of the com­ 
mon cold. Or he may call in one of 
his big brothers wtioU leave you 
feeling as if somehow you had gotten 
into a professional football game and 
landed on the bottom of every scrim­ 
mage. 
Each of these ultramicroscopic or­ 
ganisms is a member of the family 
of filterable viruses. Hiey’ve gotten 
that name because their minute 6ize 
enables them to pass through the 
porcelain filters that are used in 
bacteriology laboratories to clear a 
solution of ordinary microbes like 
staphylococci, streptococci and the 
various bacilli. 
And. what’s more important to yon 
and me, their minute size enables 
them to float through the air, make a 
landing on our nasal passages and 
wiggle through lining membranes to 
enter deeper tissues. 
When they move in on us. they im­ 
mediately establish themselves as the 
greatest “free-loaders” of all time. 
They’re unable to breathe, feed, ex­ 
crete or even reproduce themselves 
until they hook into one of our cells. 
Then, without so much as a “by-your- 
leave,” they take everything in sight 
and contribute nothing we can use. 
Now we could stand their "free­ 
loading” and their ingratitude if only 
they didn’t insist on biting the hand 
that feeds them. And we might even 
be willing to settle for the common 
cold if otherwise they would leave us 


alone. But when they paralyze our 
youngsters with 
the 
poliomyelitis 
virus or go off on a world-wide ram­ 
page, as they did in the 1918*1919 in­ 
fluenza epidemic and kill some 20 
million persons, that’s going much 
too far, as any reasonable individual 
will admit, 
Partly because we can’t kill them 
without killing our own cells they 
have hooked into, we haven’t worked 
out an effective offensive against 
them. 
With a few minor exceptions, wt 
have no drug. antibiotic or senm 
that can mow down an Invading 
army of influenza or polfomydith 
viruses, or, for that matter, the virus 
of the common cold. 
That's why ifs so important for 
you to take protective immunizations 
with flu and polio vaccines, and to 
see thai, your children get every bit 
of protection that’s available against 
these “free-loaders.”

At this age she is inclined to be extravagant about clothes, and 
an easy mark for anything the beauty salons and cosmetic counters 
are pushing. It’s a “I might as well try it, what have I got to lose?”

NCAA Approves 
3 Bowl Games, 
Breaks With AAU

PITTSBURGH (IP — The law­ 
makers for college sports ran Into 
a small college rebellion Wednes­ 
day at one of the longest and wind­ 
iest National Collegiate Athletic 
Association sessions 
in 
several 
years and wound up by passing 
only about half the controversial 
legislation that concerned in-sea­ 
son eligibility of players. 
After disposing of non-controver­ 
sial business early—including ap­ 
proval of three new football bowl 
games and the passing of a couple 
of restrictive rules about recruit­ 
ing—the delegates talked them­ 
selves Into a state of exhaustion 
and confusion before the session 
ended. 
A key statement of “fundamen­ 
tal policy’’ barely mustered the 
necessary two-thirds majority. But 
a rule limiting college athletes to 
competition within five calender 
years passed by an unexpectedly 
large vote. 
Under this rule, described as a 
compromise between the four-year 
limit originally suggested and the 
need to recognize hardship cases, 
an athlete must complete his eligi­ 
bility within five years of the 
time he first registers at any col 
lege. The committee’s original idea 
was to try to end the practice of 
holding a football player out of 
competition for one season when 
he’s not needed and thus prolong­ 
ing his educational process as well 
as his competitive career. 
Two constitutional amendments 
that were tabled were a proposal 
for a national pre-registration pro­ 
gram under NCAA control and su­ 
pervision and a proposal for a 
national transfer rule. It was 
mainly the small colleges that ob­ 
jected to these propositions as de­ 
signed to solve the special prob­ 
lems of the bigger members that 
engage in intensive recruiting. 
Also passed was legislation to 
curb high school all-star football 
and basketball games and to dis­ 
courage the Imoortation of over­ 
age foreign athletes. 
Other activities were: 
Confirming through the NCAA 
Council report that the NCAA and 
the Amateur Athletic Union have 
broken off their long-standing alli­ 
ance. The NCAA said it no longer 
will respect AAU suspensions. The 
breach may be healed, however, 
as committees from both organi­ 
zations are working toward a new 
alliance. 
Approving three new bowl games 
— the Presidential Trophy at 
Washington, D. C., the Aviation 
Bowl at Dayton, Ohio, and the 
Los Angeles Mercy Bowl. 
Requiring that when a prospec­ 
tive athlete gets a visit to a col­ 
lege campus at the expense of 
someone who wouldn’t normally 
pay the way, that person also must 
accompany him on the visit. 
Ruling that colleges may not 
pay expenses for athletic talent 
scouts in recruiting and may not 
claim he is a staff member and: 
entitled to expenses by paying him 
a regular fee. 
The statement of policy, which 
put into the NCAA constitution 
that eligibility, financial aid, re­ 
cruiting and admissions policies 
are a part of the association’s 
business, passed by a 137-66 mar­ 
gin, mustering only one more vote 
than was necessary.
